I am sorry the reports on these talks ore so brief; the reason is 
that, os I was giving one myself, I did not find it possible to take 
notes on the others. 

The first talk was by Dr. John Cleary-Baker on the strange sights 
end sounds that have plagued residents of Warminster, Wiltshire recently* 
This was on extremely interesting talk; details of the incidents 
mentioned can be found in BU FOR.* Journa l Vol 1, No. 6 (Autumn 1965). 

After this come my talk, which was on leys and orthoteny, and I 
told first of the discovery of Alfred Watkins , on amateur Herefordshire 
archaeologist. He discovered in 1921 that prehistoric sites would align 
with each other and that the alignments would form radiating patterns. 
Then I mentioned how Aims Michel had discovered in 1954 that UFO sight¬ 
ings, when plotted, would also form alignments and patterns. The two 
types of alignment were first connected by Tony '.Tedd, a Kent UFOlogist, 
but no good evidence was available then (1901) because no orthotenies 
hod been discovered in Britain and no leys elsewhere. 

I then told of how I had searched through UFO magazines and other 
sources for orthotenies in Britain and found several, each discovered 
by. a different person. If hen plotted on a map, n very symmetrical pattern, 
fotriod. The clinching evidence was a centre near Ifornlnster at which 
a very spectacular sighting occurred. 

















The next talk was by Nigel Stephenson, the Research Officer of 
BUFORE, on the work he had been doing during the post year« He mentioned 
how he had been filing BUFORE T s massive store of UFO reports under the 
types of UFOs seen, but hod still foiled to find any common denominator 
among them (for instance, a certain type of weird sound did not go with 
a certain type of object He mentioned that ha was planning research 
into the possible connect j on of UFOs with various terrestrial environ¬ 
ments (e.g., to see if a certain type of crop or geological structure 
mads a certain type of UFO appear overhead^. 


Lastly, Stephen Smith gave a talk which he entitled "Some Thoughts 
on UFOs”.
